lack  of  bonding 

it  worth  it?  That  question  must  have  been 
nswered  in  the  negative  by  many  general  practice 
harmacists  when  considering  attendance  at  this 
ear's  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 
And  it  is  an  answer  that  will  have  filled  all  regular 
articipants  with  regret  because,  for  them, 
onference  has  become  an  annual  social  as  well 
s  a  professional  event. 

But  the  Conference  is  outgrowing  itself,  and  in 
ie  capital  city  it  is  doubly  handicapped,  unable 
)  fulfil  either  professional  or  social  role  to 
omplete  satisfaction.  On  the  professional  side, 
roblems  were  in  evidence  last  year  through  the 
beer  volume  of  work  to  be  covered  in  the  sessions, 
ut  reprieve  came  in  the  form  of  the  setting 
Keele  University  campus)  where  all  conference 
lembers  were  in  regular  contact,  whether  their 
iterest  was  scientific,  "political",  or  purely  social. 
Such  contacts  have  always  been  the  strength 
f  the  conference,  and  a  valuable  means  of  holding 
diversified  profession  together.  Indeed,  it  is 
oubtful  whether  pharmacy  will  be  able  to  survive 
i  its  present  form  if  those  practising  its  various 
spects  cannot  spare  time  to  consider  their 
olleagues'  problems. 

Looked  upon  in  this  light,  the  London  conference 
iust  fill  the  observer  with  dismay.  Nowhere  in 
he  formal  programme  do  the  scientists  meet  those 
n  general  practice  —  hospital  or  retail.  Three 
imultaneous  science  sessions  coincide  with  both 
jrofessional  sessions.  Should  the  scientist  not  care 
ibout  what  happens  to  his  discoveries  and  ideas 
in  the  field"?  Must  he  rely  on  the  "non- 
)rofessional"  (a  sales  manager,  perhaps)  to  put 
lis  ideas  across  to  his  fellow  pharmacists?  Should 
fie  not  be  standing  up  in  the  industry-general 
)ractice  session  explaining  what  he  knows  the 
ndustry  could  and  should  be  telling  the  general 
Dractice  pharmacist? 

We  have  heard  enough  platitudes  from  such 
essions  about  "liaison"  that  never  seems  to 
fnaterialise,  and  "mutual  respect"  that  appears  a 
igment  of  someone's  imagination. 

By  Thursday  of  conference  week  most  of  the 
'back  room  boys"  will  have  returned  to  their 
benches — the  programme  is  arranged  so  that  they 


can  come  on  three  day-tickets,  have  their  say,  and 
go  away  again.  At  best  they  will  have  had  one 
social  evening  (at  County  Hall  on  Monday)  to  get 
to  know  some  "generalists". 

So  what  can  the  general  practice  pharmacist 
hope  to  gain  from  the  conference?  An  entertaining 
address  or  two  on  technical  topics  just  within  his 
grasp?  An  updating  on  professional  practice  topics 
— which  he  could  have  had  more  profitably  on 
home  ground  at  a  Regional  conference?  Or  the 
privilege  of  hearing  experts  on  one  specific  topic 
(this  year  prostaglandins)  which  broadens  his 
knowledge  but  leaves  his  general  expertise  little 
further  advanced? 

The  problem  is  that  the  science  contributions 
have  reached  a  level  at  which  a  separate 
pharmaceutical  sciences  conference  cannot  be 
much  longer  delayed.  Such  a  prestige  event  is,  of 
course,  essential  to  pharmacy.  The  conference  has 
filled  this  role  adequately  in  the  past  (and  we  are 
reluctant  to  see  it  lose  it) .  But  a  gathering  of  the 
"profession"  as  a  whole  is  also  essential  and 
conference  must  adapt  to  changing  circumstances 
so  that  it  can  again  fulfil  this  function. 

Professional,  political  and  practice  topics  must 
be  debated,  both  in  sections  and  open  forum.  But 
in  addition  there  could  be  a  greater  use  of  the 
"symposium"  —  pitched  at  a  level  that  would 
attract  the  scientists  into  the  discussions.  Some  of 
the  scientists  contributing  to  the  pharmaceutical 
sciences  conference  might  also  be  invited  to 
lecture  on  the  significance  of  their  work  to  a  wider 
audience  —  much  of  value  can  be  missed  when  a 
science  paper  receives  only  ten  minutes  comment 
from  a  technical  and  introspective  group. 

The  conference  organisation  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  the  Society  has  a 
duty  to  ensure  that  its  only  annual  conference  does 
indeed  reflect  the  needs  of  all  sections  of  the 
membership. 

Next  year's  conference  is  once  again  on  a 
University  campus  —  Nottingham  —  and  we  must 
hope  that  the  opportunity  will  not  be  lost  to  promote 
a  meeting  of  the  ways  during  sessions  between  the 
profession's  various  practitioners.

or  pharmacies 


Jospital  and  retail  pharmacies — as  well 
s  doctors — will  receive  a  free  800-page 
ompendium  of  drug  data  sheets  later  in 
be  year. 

The  Association  of  the  British  Pharma- 
eutical  Industry,  who  will  publish  the 
locument,  hopes  the  compendia  will  meet 
ome  of  the  industry's  problems  in  pro- 
dding product  information  in  line  with 
Regulations  under  the  1968  Medicines  Act. 
iome  85  pharmaceutical  companies  and 
bout  ten  non-ABPI  firms  are  involved, 
ilthough  a  few  ABPI  members  have  de- 
ided  to  print  their  own  data  sheets. 
Production  costs  for  the  compendium's 
50,000  copies  will  be  met  by  the  contri- 
>utors. 

Information  required  for  data  sheets 
inder  the  Medicines  Act  include  mode  of 
presentation,  uses,  dosage,  and  administra- 
ion,  contraindications  and  warnings,  phar- 
naceutical  precautions,  legal  category, 
md  packaging  quantities.  The  first  com- 
pendium, containing  1,600  such  sheets,  has 
peen  compiled  by  Mr  D.  Massam,  an  ABPI 
;xecutive  officer.  The  Association  hope  to 
produce  subsequent  compendia  annually. 

Criticism  at  the  Conference 

Mr  S.  M.  Perez,  managing  director,  Cyana- 
mid  of  Great  Britain,  disclosed  the  ABPI's 
(intention  on  data  sheets  when  he  read  a 
paper  during  a  professional  session  on 
IWednesday. 

Criticisms  were  expressed  by  Mr  W.  A. 
Beanland,  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council,  of  the  information 
leaflets  enclosed  with  medical  products 
describing  them  as  "perhaps  the  most  ex- 
pensive useless  exercise"  carried  out  by  the 
industry.  The  leaflet,  he  claimed,  was 
"invariably  directed  to  the  one  person 
unlikely  to  see  it — the  doctor". 

Mr  Beanland,  along  with  Mr  Perez, 
were  presenting  papers  on  "Co-operation 


between  the  pharmaceutical  industry  and 
the  pharmacist  in  general  practice". 

Mr  Beanland  also  disliked  some  of  the 
plastic  containers  used.  "They  may  well 
retain  their  pristine  shine  in  the  factory 
but  once  on  the  pharmacy  shelves  they 
attract  dust  and  dirt  with  remarkable 
speed",  he  claimed. 

On  labelling  he  said  "Far  too  often  it 
appears  the  manufacturer  is  attempting  to 
by-pass  the  prescriber  and  the  pharmacist, 
assuming  that  no  additional  labelling  is 
required." 

Mr  Perez,  who  put  the  industry's  view- 
point, admitted  that  the  space  available 
for  fixing  a  dispensing  label  was  often 
limited  and  the  criticism  was  justified. 
However,  a  good  deal  of  money  was  spent 
on  seeing  the  containers  kept  the  products 
in  good  condition  in  all  countries.  "The 
industry  would,  of  course,  prefer  a  move 
to  Continental  practice  of  original  pack 
dispensing."

advertising 
to  pharmacists? 


British  pharmaceutical  manufacturers 
would  include  more  scientific  information 
—  such  as  bioavailability  information  — 
in  their  advertising  to  pharmacists  if  there 
was  a  big  increase  in  generic  prescribing 
by  doctors. 

That  is  the  finding  of  a  survey  by 
C&D  of  major  ethical  pharmaceutical 
manufacturers  following  the  disclosure  of 
recent  moves  towards  more  emphasis  on 
advertising  to  the  pharmacist  in  the  USA. 
The  editorial  in  the  July  edition  of  the 
Journal  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences,  noting 
the  US  trend,  ascribes  it  in  part  to  a 
growing  awareness  of  the  pharmacist  as  a 


Nl  Society  to  survey  pharmacists'  role 
in  health  care 


The  role  of  the  pharmacist  in  the  primary 
medical  care  of  the  community  is  to  be 
evaluated  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  —  which  will  then 
press  for  such  a  service  to  be  "adequately 
recognised". 

In  a  survey,  to  take  place  in  the  second 
week  of  October,  general  practice  phar- 
macists will  be  asked  to  complete  forms 
showing  the  service  given  to  customers  on 
certain  days  of  that  week.  Information  re- 
quested will  include  the  number  of  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  and  whether  extra 
advice  or  service  was  furnished,  over-the- 
counter  medicine  sales,  and  advice  or  help 
given  to  customers  on  medical  problems. 

Professor  P.  F.  D'Arcy,  head  of  the 
Queen's  University  School  of  Pharmacy, 


will  process  the  data,  and  Professor  W.  G. 
Irwin,  Chair  of  General  Practice,  Queen's 
University,  will  assess  the  findings.  The 
Society  hope  that  an  "outline  profile"  of 
the  service  provided  by  general  practice 
pharmacists  will  result.  That  would  allow 
the  service  to  be  recognised  as  part  of  the 
terms  of  service  of  chemist  contractors. 

Mr  T.  I.  O'Rourke,  president  of  the 
Society,  stressed  that  it  is  important  that 
every  general  practice  pharmacist  in  the 
Province  should  take  part  in  the  survey. 
All  information  will  be  kept  confidential 
by  the  use  of  code  numbers.  The  supervis- 
ing committee  will  be  Mr  W.  Gorman, 
secretary  of  the  Society,  Professor  Irwin, 
Professor  D'Arcy  and  Mr  J.  Kerr,  Council 
member  of  the  Society. 


member  of  the  health-care  team,  legisla- 
tion amending  the  antisubstitution  laws  in 
some  states,  increased  generic  prescribing, 
and  the  approaching  expiration  of  patents 
on  many  widely  prescribed  drugs. 

The  editorial  suggests  that  features  of 
the  pharmacist-orientated  advertising 
should  include  information  about  the  pro- 
duct's bioavailability,  the  blood-level  pro- 
duced, its  biological  half  life,  potential 
drug  interactions,  and  special  features  of 
the  formulation  that  may  influence  its 
therapeutic  performance.  "Such  ads  would 
have  educational  value  and  at  the  same 
time  would  achieve  their  primary  purpose 
—  getting  the  pharmacists'  attention". 

One  advertising  manager  told  C&D  that 
the  move  toward  a  more  technical  style 
of  advertising  in  the  US  is  to  be  expected 
and  was  "a  good  thing".  He  could  see 
similar  moves  in  Britain  if  there  was  more 
generic  prescribing,  but  did  not  see  it  tak- 
ing over  totally  from  the  more  traditional 
form  of  advertisements.  He  stressed  that 
the  aim  of  advertising  was  to  try  to  sell 
the  product,  and  the  advertising  content 
was  generally  what  it  was  considered  that 
pharmacists  wanted  to  know.  If  such  in- 
formation was  requested  by  pharmacists, 
he  felt  there  would  be  a  move  toward 
such  advertising. 

Other  advertising  managers  told  C&D 
that  most  of  their  advertising  was  directed 
at  the  medical  profession  but  if  there  was 
a  great  increase  in  generic  prescribing, 
they  would  undertake  more  advertising  to 
pharmacists.  A  spokesman  for  the  Asso- 
ciation of  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
said  that  the  industry  is  not  forgetting  the 
pharmacist,  and  recent  developments  bear 
this  out.  He  did  not  think  there  would  be 
much  more  generic  prescribing  because  of 
bioavailability  problems.

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Commission  lists  medicines 
for  sale  to  farmers 


Recommendations  by  the  Medicines  Com- 
mission on  the  retail  sale  of  certain  veteri- 
nary medicines  to  farmers,  are  contained 
in  a  report  published  on  September  7. 

The  report  lists  products  not  considered 
suitable  for  general  sale  to  the  public,  but 
which  could  be  sold  direct  to  farmers,  for 
a  limited  period,  through  listed  agricultural 
merchants  and  manufacturers.  The  pro- 
ducts include  certain  feed  additive  growth 
promoters,  local  anaesthetics,  sheep  dips, 
vaccines  and  others.  A  joint  announcement 
by  the  Agricultural  and  Health  Depart- 
ments points  out  that  the  Medicines  Act 
1968  makes  the  registered  pharmacy  the 
normal  point  of  retail  sale  of  medicines 
and  the  Report  recommends  to  Ministers 
that  sales  of  these  products  should  come 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  pharma- 
cists after  three  years.  Merchants  and 
manufacturers  wishing  to  continue  their 
sales  direct  to  the  farming  community  dur- 
ing the  limited  period  of  three  years 
would,  once  legislation  was  made,  need 
to  register  their  names  with  the  appro- 
priate Agricultural  Department.  They 
would  also  have  to  comply  with  certain 
conditions  for  storage,  safety  and  record- 
keeping. 

Before  making  an  Order  based  on  the 
report,  Ministers  are  asking  for  the  views 
of  interested  firms  and  organisations. 
These  should  be  addressed  to  The  Secre- 
tary, Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  Government  Buildings,  Room 
6A,  Garrison  Lane,  Chessington,  Surrey, 
to  arrive  not  later  than  November  2.

Pharmacist  fined  — 'owned' 
business  before  purchase 

After  legal  argument  as  to  whether  or  not 
he  was  the  owner  of  a  pharmacy  at  Hove, 
Sussex,  at  the  time  of  the  offence,  Mr 
Charles  Alan  Haycocks,  Coombe  Terrace, 
Brighton,  was  lined  £265,  with  £15  costs, 
at  Hove  on  September  6,  for  unlawfully 
selling  substance  listed  as  poisons. 

Mr  P.  St.  John  Howe,  prosecuting  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  said  that  Mr 
Haycocks  was  dispensing  prescriptions 
but,  they  contended,  because  he  had  failed 
to  register  the  shop  in  his  own  name,  when 
he  took  over  the  business,  he  was  break- 
ing the  law. 

Mr.  Haycocks,  took  over  the  George 
Street,  Hove,  business  in  December  1972 
from  a  friend  who  was  emigrating  to 
Canada.  Mr  Haycocks  told  a  Society  in- 
spector that  he  was  looking  after  the  busi- 
ness on  behalf  of  the  owner,  Mr  H.  R. 
Sale.  He  hoped  to  become  the  owner  of 
the  business  in  January. 

The  inspector,  however,  after  further 
visits  and  inquiries,  concluded  that  Mr 
Haycocks  was  already  the  owner  of  the 
business  and  should  have  registered  the 
shop.  Mr  Haycocks  applied  to  the  Society 
in  February  for  registration  of  his  shop  as 
from  December  12,  1972,  but  registration 
could  not  be  restrospective. 

Mr  Michael  Bailey,  defending,  said  Mr 
Haycocks  was  not  the  legal  owner  of  the 
shop  until  February. 

Solicitors  for  both  vendor  and  buyer 
agreed  that  the  business  was  effectively 
transferred  on  December  11  because  Mr 
Sale  was  in  a  hurry  to  leave  for  Canada, 
but  Mr  Haycocks'  ownership  of  the  busi- 
ness was  only  conditional  up  until  Febru- 
ary when  the  sale  was  legally  completed. 

Mr  Haycocks  told  the  court:  "I  didn't 
know  what  my  situation  was  at  all,  so  I 
assumed  that  because  the  purchase  wasn't 
completed,  I  wasn't  the  owner." 


Possible  treatment  for  paraquat  poisoning? 


A  new  treatment  for  paraquat  poisoning 
has  been  used  with  apparent  success  on  an 
11 -year-old  boy. 

Peter  Holdsworth  swallowed  paraquat 
over  a  month  ago  and  has  since  been 
treated  at  Hammersmith  Hospital,  London, 
by  Dr  S.  Godfrey,  a  consultant  paedia- 
trician. The  drugs  used  were  dextro- 
propranolol  —  an  experimental  drug 
from  ICI,  ordopein  —  a  drug  being  deve- 
loped by  Fisons,  and  large  doses  of 
beclomethasone. 

Miss    J.    Allen,    chief    pharmacist  at 


Hammersmith  Hospital,  said  that  the  boy 
was  not  expected  to  live  at  first  but  the 
treatment  appeared  to  have  brought  about 
his  recovery.  She  stressed  that  the  long 
term  effects  on  the  boy  are  not  known. 


Poison  bottle  fluting

The 
oucher  will  be  redeemable  at  participa- 
ing  Texaco  service  stations  in  Scotland 
or  one  gallon  of  four  star  petrol  free  with 
very  purchase  of  three  or  more  gallons. 
Window  posters  for  the  "go  to  town  with 
s"  offer  —  which  closes  December  31  — 
ire  being  distributed  to  Hamilton  Tait 
gents,  and  the  vouchers  will  be  valid 
ntil  January  14. 

A  spokesman  for  Hamilton  Tait  said 
hat  they  were  "fed  up  with  the  current 
rend  of  giving  free  films  and  cheaper  pro- 
essing  as  an  incentive  to  buying  consumer 
;oods.  The  idea  was  suggested  "as  a  joke," 
iut  there  was  considerable  enthusiasm 
bout  it.  The  scheme  will  only  operate  in 
Scotland  where  there  is  about  a  one-to- 
me ratio  of  Texaco  petrol  stations  to 
hemists  and  photo-dealers  who  use  the 
lamilton  Tait  processing  services. 

Firm  allowed  to  continue 
with  unit  dose  systems 

The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
las  failed  to  secure  a  temporary  injunction 
preventing  International  Medication  Sys- 
tems from  producing  drugs  in  unit  dose 
lelivery  systems.  The  FDA  recently  ad- 
vised hospitals  that  the  unit  doses  were 
insafe  to  use  (C&D,  August  25,  p256). 

A  federal  district  court  in  Los  Angeles 
bund  that  the  "good  manufacturing  prac- 
ice"  problems  IMS  had  experienced  in 
he  past  had  been  substantially  corrected. 
The  company  have  informed  all  hospital 
idministrators  and  directors  of  pharmacy 
service  of  the  court's  action  saying  that 
iny  units  made  before  the  manufacturing 
3roblems  were  resolved  and  considered  to 
?e  defective  would  be  replaced. 

Severe  mental  handicap 
nay  decline  says  report 

^resent  plans  for  better  services  for  the 
nentally  handicapped,  which  involve  a 
:apital  investment  of  about  £400  million 
:o  be  made  over  the  next  decade  may 
lave  to  be  revised  in  some  areas.  The 
atest  Office  of  Health  Economics  report 
'Mental  handicap"  says  that  improved 
pre-  and  post-natal  care  for  babies  at 


special  risk  of  incurring  brain  damage, 
further  advances  in  the  control  of  infec- 
tions and  the  early  detection  of  gene  and 
chromosome  abnormalities  such  as  mon- 
golism could,  if  resources  were  made 
available,  result  in  a  substantial  fall  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  of  severe  mental 
handicap  in  the  next  ten  to  fifteen  years. 

If  the  potential  of  preventive  medicine 
for  lowering  the  incidence  and  severity  of 
such  handicap  is  underestimated  then 
services  existing  in  twenty  years  time 
could  suffer  from  similar  deficiences  to 
those  of  today.  In  particular,  the  report 
says,  there  is  some  danger  of  long-term 
over  investment  in  new  hospitals  for  the 
sub-normal  and  of  under  investment  in 
provisions  for  community  care.  Too  little 
research  and  expenditure  on  modern 
means  of  prevention  could  mean  that 
cases  of  severe  mental  handicap  will  occur 
unnecessarily  in  the  future. 

New  Irish  hospital  plan: 
free  services  for  all 

Free  hospital,  maternity  and  infant  wel- 
fare services  for  all,  with  Government 
assistance  towards  the  cost  of  drugs  and 
medicines,  are  included  in  the  new  hospital 
scheme  for  the  Irish  Republic. 

The  Irish  Minister  for  Health,  Mr 
Corish,  announced  the  scheme  on  August 
30.  Under  it,  the  present  income  limit  of 
£1,600  is  to  be  abolished  to  enable  all 
workers  to  qualify  for  free  hospital  treat- 
ment regardless  of  income.  Under  the 
scheme,  which  comes  into  effect  next 
April,  no  family  will  have  to  pay  more 
than  £4  a  month  for  drugs.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  Exchequer  will  have  to  pay  £1.8m 
towards  the  scheme,  but  the  present 
Health  Services  contribution  of  15p  will 
not  be  increased. 

Patients  opting  for  private  treatment 
would  receive  a  subsidy  from  their  Health 
Board  and  pay  the  balance  themselves 
either  in  cash  or  through  the  Voluntary 
Health  Insurance.  The  Minister  is  satis- 
fied that  while  premium  payments  to  the 
VHI  would  be  reduced,  the  viability  of  the 
Board's  operations  would  not  be  affected. 

Medical  circles  feel  that  the  extension 
of  the  health  schemes  would  severely  re- 
duce private  practice,  and  the  Irish 
Medical  Association  has  hinted  that  the 
State  is  now  faced  with  compensating 
doctors  for  any  loss  of  remuneration. 

Better  rabies  vaccine  on 
the  way? 

A  new  more  effective  rabies  vaccine  is 
being  developed  in  the  USA  and  France, 
according  to  the  World  Health  Organisa- 
tion. 

The  new  vaccine  is  recommended  for 
pre-exposure  immunisation  by  the  WHO 
Expert  Committee  on  Rabies  in  their 
latest  report.  The  traditional  type  of  vac- 
cine —  administered  to  more  than  a  mil- 
lion people  a  year  say  WHO  —  requires 
daily  injections  for  up  to  21  days,  with 
booster  shots  later.  The  new  vaccine  ap- 
pears to  produce  the  same  effect  after  one 
to  three  shots.  The  substrate  for  the  new 
vaccine  is  the  human  diploid-cell  strain  Wi 
38,  used  in  the  production  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccine. 

"Even  curative  treatment  .  .  .  unthink- 
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able  until  recently,  has  now  become  a 
possibility"  state  the  Committee.  They  say 
that  the  most  valuable  procedure  after  ex- 
posure is  the  local  treatment  of  wounds  by 
thorough  washing  with  soap  and  Water  and 
the  use  of  potent  anti-rabies  serum  applied 
locally  and  infiltrated  around  the  wound. 
Treatment  should  be  within  minutes  if  pos- 
sible, but  should  not  be  neglected  even  if 
several  hours  or  days  have  elapsed.  The 
Committee  think  that  the  best  possible  pro- 
phylaxis of  rabies  in  an  exposed  person 
is  the  combined  administration  of  anti- 
rabies  serum  and  vaccine,  together  with 
local  treatment. 

The  Committee  advise  the  prophylactic 
vaccination  of  dogs  in  countries  where 
infected  areas  exist  —  a  single  shot  of 
some  of  the  available  vaccines  can  pro- 
tect a  dog  up  to  three  years.  In  cats,  an- 
nual revaccination  is  recommended. 

The  prohibition  on  the  import  of  dogs 
and  cats  or  a  prolonged  period  of  quaran- 
tine for  them  —  preferably  four  months 
or  more  —  is  advised  by  the  Committee. 
They  also  advise  the  use  of  an  inactivated 
vaccine  soon  after  entry  into  quarantine 
for  both  dogs  and  cats,  and  call  for  the 
development  of  an  international  rabies 
vaccination  certificate  for  use  in  the  inter- 
national transfer  of  animals. 

Paris  report  sees  no  early 
return  from  prostaglandins 

Over  forty  leading  chemical  and  phar- 
maceutical companies  are  engaged  in  the 
prostaglandins  race,  but  none  of  them 
(not  even  the  acknowledged  leader)  are 
expected  to  make  any  profit  from  their  re- 
search during  the  next  five  years,  accord- 
ing to  a  recent  study  by  Dynachim,  a  Paris 
based  chemical  and  research  firm.  The  re- 
port entitled  "Who's  Who  in  Prostaglan- 
din R&D,  Why  and  How"  also  predicts 
that  about  $US  400  m  must  be  spent  on 
prostaglandin  research  before  it  is  under- 
stood how  the  various  prostaglandins 
work,  and  before  a  significant  product  is 
put  on  the  market. 

The  Dynachim  study  predicts  that  the 
first  money  making  product  will  be  in 
veterinary  medicine.

US  report  recommends 
periodic  re-registration 

A  recommendation  that  States  should  re- 
quire periodic  re-registration  of  health 
professionals  based  on  proof  of  partici- 
pation in  mandatory  further  education 
programmes  has  been  put  forward  in  the 
US  report  of  the  (HEW)  Secretary's  Com- 
mission on  medical  malpractice.  The  Com- 
mission was  created  by  President  Nixon 
to  study  problems  associated  with  pro- 
fessional liability  claims  against  all  cate- 
gories of  health  care  providers  and 
institutions. 

Another  recommendation  was  that  a 
non-governmental,  non-profit  organisation 
be  created  as  a  focal  point  for  medical 
malpractice  research,  information  and  pre- 
vention activities.  Although  the  problem 
of  medication  errors  was  studied,  phar- 
macists were  not  mentioned  in  relation  to 
this  issue.

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Topical  reflections

Inspection 

We  all  keep  open  shop  to  inspectors  of  a  variety  of  kinds,  even  if  the 
purpose  of  their  call  is  merely  to  read  the  gas  meter.  Then,  as  rural 
area  pharmacist  points  out,  there  are  the  police,  who  may  look  at  the 
Dangerous  (now  Controlled)  Drugs  register  or  who  merely  want  to 
know  where  the  keys  are  kept  overnight. 

But  the  inspectors  with  which  your  contributor  is  chiefly  concerned 
are  those  appointed  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  All  of  the  points 
raised  by  your  contributor  and  in  your  editorial  comment  must  provoke 
thought,  and  the  role  of  the  inspector  is  only  one  of  them.  Inspectors 
are  appointed  to  see  that,  so  far  as  they  and  the  legislature  are 
concerned  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  are  properly  carried  out,  and 
it  is  merely  a  matter  of  administrative  convenience  that  they  are  so 
closely  concerned  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  authorities  could  have  chosen  to  administer  the  legislation 
in  a  different  and  less  acceptable  manner.  But  the  matter  is  not  solely 
one  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  we  should  not  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  that  the  appointments  may  be  made  subject  only  to  the 
approval  of  the  Privy  Council.  It  should  be  matter  for  satisfaction 
that  no  one  who  is  not  a  registered  pharmacist  may  hold  such  an 
appointment.  He  is  required  to  take  all  reasonable  steps  to  enforce 
the  law,  and  in  my  experience  I  cannot  think  of  an  inspector  who 
would  act  unreasonably.  I  have  had  the  utmost  help  and  consideration 
and  can  endorse  the  views  which  you  quote  from  Synapse.  I  cannot 
after  many  years  of  experience,  imagine  a  situation  in  which  a 
request  for  help  and  advice  would  result  in  court  proceedings. 

But  there  is  always  a  cross-section  of  the  population  which  finds 
it  difficult  to  conform,  and  pharmacy  confers  no  immunity.  The 
Society  has  had  placed  upon  it  the  responsibility  of  administering 
the  Acts  and  of  prosecuting  offenders  in  the  Courts  of  the  land. 
I  cannot  think  that  such  action  is  taken  lightly,  nor  without  attempts 
being  made  to  advise,  unless  the  event  is  one  of  such  obvious 
wrongdoing  as  to  make  action  obligatory.  In  the  matter  of  advice, 
it  may  be  that  it  is  not  always  acted  upon. 


Discipline 

You  suggest  that  the  disciplinary  system  should  be  looked  at  again. 
Indeed,  it  should  be  under  constant  review.  You  also  comment  on 
the  increased  activity  of  the  Statutory  Committee.  There  may  be  a 
number  of  reasons  to  account  for  that.  The  enormous  increase  of 
legislation,  not  all  of  it  intelligible,  may  have  something  to  do  with  it, 
and  the  imposition  of  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  upon  the  existing 
legislation,  heaped  upon  the  appearance  of  the  recommendations  for 
the  Medicines  Act  (to  take  effect  next  year)  has  added  needless 
complications  to  an  already  complicated  scene. 

The  pharmacist  has  had  so  many  additional  burdens  thrust  upon 
him  —  VAT,  to  mention  only  one  —  that  he  grows  more  and  more 
absorbed  in  administrative  detail.  Yet,  on  reading  your  reports  of 
cases  considered  by  the  Statutory  Committee,  one  is  struck  by  the 
fact  that  so  many  pharmacists  seem  to  leave  their  businesses 
unattended,  and  are,  therefore,  not  in  a  position  to  exercise  that 
personal  control  which  is  so  essential  for  the  safety  of  the  public. 

Such  cases  are  so  frequently  reported  that  one  cannot  conceive 
of  anyone  not  knowing  what  the  position  is.  It  may  seem  irksome, 
but  it  is  recognition  of  the  vital  role  of  the  pharmacist.

The  method  adopted  by  the  general  sale 
list  committee  in  preparing  its  report  is 
not  in  accord  with  the  basic  philosophy 
underlying  the  Medicines  Act,  said  the 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
Mr  D.  S.  Sparshott,  when  opening  the 
Conference  on  Monday. 

With  Sir  Keith  Joseph  seated  on  his  left, 
Mr  Sparshott  went  on:  "We  are  at  a  loss 
to  understand  how  a  medicine  can  be  made 
available  to  anyone — even  to  a  child — if  it 
is  sufficiently  dangerous  to  warrant  a  maxi- 
mum dose  warning.  Surely,  if  any  medi- 
cine must  bear  such  an  ominous  warning 
then  its  sale  should  be  supervised  by  a 
properly  qualified  person.  To  do  otherwise 
is  to  turn  a  blind  eye  to  danger.  I  would 
venture  to  suggest  that  the  pharmacist — 
whose  life  study  has  been  devoted  to  the 
dangers  of  drugs  and  medicine — is  pro- 
bably to  be  preferred  to  the  somewhat 
limited  knowledge  of  the  little  girl  sitting 
at  a  check-out  point. 

Instead  of  taking  this  opportunity  to 
tighten  up  the  sale  of  medicines  and  drugs 
it  would  seem  that  we  are  now  bent  on 
relaxing  our  vigilance  by  regarding  as 
unnecessary  one  of  the  main  sources  of 
supervision  over  a  variety  of  medicaments 
which  has  existed  for  the  common  good 
for  so  long — the  trained  and  watchful  eye 
of  the  pharmacist  ...  I  would  like  the 
public  to  know  that  as  a  profession  we 
regard  any  move  to  make  drugs  more 
easily  accessible  to  the  wrong  people  with 
the  gravest  concern." 

Detailed  views 

The  president  said  that  the  Society 
would  be  submitting  this  week  its  detailed 
views  on  the  list.  In  brief  he  detailed  the 
following : 

□  That  all  substances  included  in  the 
general  sale  list  with  a  maximum  recom- 


mended dose  or  strength,  should  be  deleted 
from  the  fist. 

□  That  no  medicinal  products  should  be 
permitted  to  be  sold  by  self-service 
techniques. 

□  That  a  maximum  pack  size  should  be 
imposed  for  all  products  for  human  use  in 
the  list. 

□  That  all  ophthalmic  preparations  should 
be  excluded  from  the  list. 

□  That  substances  known  or  suspected  to 
interact  with  other  medicines  should  be 
deleted  from  the  list. 

□  That  substances  thought  by  the  public 
to  have  a  use  as  an  abortifacient  should 
be  deleted  from  the  list., 

In  contrast,  the  Society  was  in  general 
agreement  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  Medicines  Commission  in  their  report 
on  prescription  only  medicines.  Many  of 
the  listed  drugs  were  at  present  controlled 
by  the  professional  responsibility  of  the 
pharmacist,  but  the  profession  appre- 
ciated that  in  the  EEC  there  must  be  com- 
mon legislative  control. 

Supervision  required 

Earlier,  Mr  Sparshott  referred  to  the 
practice  of  adding  in  the  hospital  ward, 
medicaments  to  a  sterile  intravenous  in- 
jection. "It  is  our  belief  that  any  neces- 
sary medicament  should  be  added  asep- 
tically,  in  the  pharmaceutical  department, 
where  the  pharmacist  can  not  only  super- 
vise its  addition  but  assess  the  likelihood 
of  any  incompatability  that  may  result." 

In  concluding,  he  pointed  out  that  this 
would  be  the  last  London  BP  Conference 
centred  on  17  Bloomsbury  Square  —  the 
next  (in  1983)  would  be  based  on  the 
new  headquarters  at  1  Lambeth  High 
Street.  This  week  Council  would  consider 
an  estimate  for  the  new  building  and,  he 
hoped,  award  the  contract. 

Another  anniversary  mentioned  by  the 


president  was  that  in  1923,  the  president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
became  for  the  first  time  a  member  of  the 
Conference  Executive.  He  welcomed  the 
presidents  of  both  the  Irish  and  the 
Northern  Ireland  Societies  to  London. 

Additives  review 
announced  by  Sir  Keith 

A  working  party  of  professional  interests 
to  study  the  problems  of  additives  to  in- 
travenous fluids  will  be  in  action  this 
year.  That  information  was  conveyed  to 
the  Conference  by  Sir  Keith  Joseph,  Secre- 
tary for  Social  Services,  at  the  opening 
session. 

Reporting  that  the  medicines  inspec- 
torate now  had  19  inspectors  in  post,  Sir 
Keith  said  that  there  was  a  growing  num- 
ber of  visits  to  hospitals  where  manufac- 
turing was  carried  on.  The  great  majority 
were  concerned  with  intravenous  fluids 
"We  seek  the  highest  standards  in  this 
field  and  getting  the  full  support  of  the 
hospital  pharmacist." 

Sir  Keith  said  that  inspectors  were  find- 
ing considerable  variation  in  standards 
among  manufacturers  applying  for 
licences.  The  Department's  aim  was  to 
reach  the  situation  in  which  manufac- 
turers were  dealing  in  a  range  of  products 
for  which  their  resources  fitted  them. 
There  would  be  no  hestitation  to  be  firm. 
In  reply  to  the  president's  attack  on  the 
general  sale  fist,  the  Minister  emphasised 
that  the  lists  were  only  consultative  and 
he  assured  the  profession  that  all  com- 
before  the  final  lists  were  issued.  The 
before"  the  final  lists  were  issued.  The 
Commission  had  stressed  that  it  should  not 
be  assumed  that  in  future  every  product 
containing  a  listed  substance  would  be 
granted  a  product  licence  for  sale  outside 
pharmacies.  The  general  sale  list  would 
have  to  be  up-dated  —  it  might  be  modi- 
fied in  relation  to  new  products  and  when 
the  Commission  embarked  on  its  review  of 
the  safety,  efficacy,  and  quality  of  pro- 
ducts marketed  before  September  1971. 

Sir  Keith  referred  to  the  hard  work 
put  in  by  the  pharmacy's  representative  in 
Brussels  on  the  draft  directives.  However, 
despite  their  efforts,  and  because  of  the 
wide  variations  in  practice,  no  directive 
had  "exactly  roared  through  the  agree- 
ment procedures".  Nevertheless  the  De- 
partment was  fully  alive  to  the  impor- 
tance of  the  matter  and  would  work  for 
arrangements  which  were  "in  the  best 
interests  of  the  public  of  both  the  UK  and 
the  Community  countries". 

At  the  outset  Sir  Keith  had  praised  the 
service  provided  to  the  nation  by  the 
pharmaceutical  profession.  The  citizen 
was  apt  to  take  it  for  granted  until  some- 
thing went  wrong  when  he  shouted  "I  ex- 
pect total  protection".

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Tercentenary  of 


Physic  Garden 

1973  marks  the  300th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  Chelsea  Physic  Garden, 
Mr  D.  C.  Harrod,  Chelsea  College,  Univer- 
sity of  London  presented  a  short  account 
of  the  history  of  the  Garden  during  the 
Tuesday  afternoon  session. 

Three  hundred  years  ago  the  Thames  was 
very  much  more  of  a  highway  than  it  is 
today.  Not  only  were  large  quantities  of 
goods  transported  by  water  but  the  river 
was  also  the  main  processional  route  to 
the  City  of  London.  Royalty  and  all  the 
Livery  Companies  had  their  ceremonial 
barges. 

In  1673  the  Society  of  Apothecaries 
were  looking  for  a  site,  not  too  far  from 
their  Hall  at  Blackfriars,  on  which  to  build 
a  barge  house.  The  site  they  found  was  a 
3-j  acre  site  on  the  river  bank  at  Chelsea 
owned  by  the  lord  of  the  manor  Charles 
Cheyne.  He  agreed  to  lease  the  ground  for 
61  years  to  the  Society  for  an  annual  rent 
of  £5.  The  lease  was  duly  signed  on  August 
29,  1673. 

Three  barge  houses  were  built  at  the 
south-east  corner  of  the  site  —  one  for  the 
Apothecaries,  one  for  the  Vintners  and 
one  for  the  Tallow  Chandlers.  During 
1674-1675  the  site  was  enclosed  by  a  wall 
and  much  of  this  wall  still  remains. 

It  was  decided  that  the  rest  of  the  site 
should  be  developed  as  a  scientific  botani- 
cal garden  where  botanists  and  medical 
men  could  come  to  study  plants. 

Name  misunderstood 

The  Chelsea  Physic  Garden  is  the  oldest 
surviving  botanical  garden  in  London 
which  still  occupies  its  original  site.  The 
word  "Physic"  in  the  title  is  often  mis- 
understood. It  refers  to  the  physical  or 
natural  sciences  and  not  to  medicine,  so 
that,  the  Garden  is  botanical  and  scientific 
although,  of  course,  many  plants  of  inter- 
est to  pharmacy  and  medicine  are  grown. 

In  1683  Dr  Herman  from  Leiden  visited 
the  Garden  and  suggested  to  the  gardener 
Richard  Piatt  that  there  should  be  a  free 
exchange  of  seeds  and  bulbs  between  the 
two  gardens.  The  idea  was  accepted  and 
since  then  has  been  greatly  extended  to  in- 
clude botanical  gardens  all  over  the 
world.  Chelsea  today  sends  over  2,000 
packets  of  seeds  annually  to  other  gardens. 

The  Garden  soon  became  a  centre  to 
which  apprentices  and  students,  and  bota- 
nists, apothecaries  and  medical  men,  came 
to  prosecute  their  studies.  One  student, 
who  came  from  Ireland  to  study  botany 
at  the  Garden,  was  Hans  Sloane.  He  also 
studied  medicine  in  London  and  France, 
qualified  as  a  doctor,  soon  became  famous 
and  was  knighted.  In  1712  Dr  Sloane  was 
able  to  purchase  the  Manor  of  Chelsea 
from  Lord  Cheyne  and  so  became  the 
owner  of  the  Physic  Garden. 

Throughout  its  existence  the  financing 
of  the  Garden  has  been  a  problem.  So

when  Sir  Hans  took  over  the  Garden,  al- 
though the  lease  still  had  several  years  to 
run,  consultations  were  instituted  to  find 
out  the  attitude  of  the  new  owner  to  the 
work  of  the  Garden.  Sir  Hans  was  most 
cooperative,  so  much  so  that  in  1722  he 
transferred  the  Garden,  in  perpetuity,  to 
the  Master,  Wardens  and  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  for  a  peppercorn  rent  of  £5 
per  annum.  In  exchange  it  was  agreed  that 
the  Garden  should  present  2,000  different, 
properly  labelled,  dried  plants  to  the  Royal 
Society  at  the  rate  of  50  a  year.  The  plants 
became  the  basis  of  the  Herbarium  of  the 
British  Museum.  It  incidentally  ensured 
that  the  Garden  continued  as  a  place  of 
research  since  new  plants  had  to  be  found 
and  cultivated  to  provide  the  specimens. 

The  Society  of  Apothecaries,  as  a  com- 
pliment to  their  benefactor,  commissioned 
the  sculptor  Michael  Rysbrach  to  produce 
a  life  size  standing  figure  of  Sir  Hans 
Sloane  in  marble  showing  him  in  his  robes 
as  President  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phy- 
sicians. The  fine  sculpture  was  originally 
placed  in  the  orangery  but  in  1748  it  was 
moved  to  its  present  position  in  the  open 
in  the  centre  of  the  Garden. 

In  1736  Carl  Linnaeus  came  to  London 
and  visited  the  Garden.  The  gardener  at 
the  time  was  Philip  Miller  a  protege"  of 
Sloane.  Miller  was  at  the  Garden  from 
1722  to  1771  and  is  often  called  the  father 
of  gardening.  His  Dictionary  of  Gardening 
was  published  in  1724  and  is  justly  famous. 
He  grew  cotton  plants  at  Chelsea  and  sent 
them  to  America  and  so  founded  the 
American  cotton  plantations. 

A  Chelsea  resident  who  played  a  major 
part  in  the  history  of  the  Garden  was  Sir 
loseph  Banks.  As  a  boy  he  had  spent 
much  time  learning  the  names  of  plants 
from  Philip  Miller.  Later  he  was  with 
Captain  Cook  on  his  first  voyage  round 
the  world  and  on  his  return  in  1771  pre- 
sented to  the  Garden  many  different  kinds 
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of  seed,  that  he  had  collected.  In  1772  hi 
sailed  to  Iceland  and  brought  back  block! 
of  lava  from  the  Helca  volcano.  ThesJ 
were  used  together  with  stones  from  thJ 
old  Tower  of  London  to  build  a  rocker 
for  alpine  plants.  The  rockery  remains  ; 
feature  of  the  Garden. 

By  1853  the  Garden  was  "in  decline" 
After  several  efforts  sufficient  funds  wen 
obtained  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs 
1874  saw  the  opening  of  the  Chelsea  Em 
bankment.  This  cut  off  the  supply  of  watei 
from  the  river  causing  the  death  of  manj 
of  the  trees.  The  compensation  receivec 
for  the  loss  of  access  to  the  river  wai 
used  for  the  south  wall  and  for  the  iron 
gates. 

The  Society  of  Apothecaries  finally  re- 
linquished the  Garden  to  the  Charit} 
Commissioners  in  1893.  In  order  to  pre 
serve  the  Garden  a  Treasury  Enquiry  was 
held  in  1899  and  various  bodies  agreec 
to  provide  money  to  ensure  its  upkeep 
In  1899  Chelsea  wished  to  widen  whai 
is  now  the  Royal  Hospital  Road.  New 
buildings  were  opened  in  1902. 

Currently  some  28,000  plants  annuallj 
are  provided  for  teaching  and  research  ir 
the  University  of  London,  Polytechnic: 
and  Schools  in  addition  to  the  exchange  01 
seeds  already  mentioned.  The  Garden  co 
operates  in  research  both  by  growing  plant: 
and  by  providing  space.  Experimenta 
work  on  the  growing  of  different  strain: 
of  ergot  of  rye  has  been  going  on  for  £ 
number  of  years  and  has  done  much  tc 
increase  the  knowledge  of  the  alkaloid: 
of  ergot.  St.  Thomas'  Hospital  is  carryinj 
out  work  on  the  transference  of  serutt 
hepatitis  virus  to  tobacco  plants  and  study 
ing  the  effects.  Professor  Goodman  os 
Chelsea  College  is  carrying  out  work  or 
the  effects  of  atmospheric  pollution. 


The  ladies'  gift  was  a  framed  plaque 
based  on  a  drawing  of  the 
Pharmceutical  Society's  House,  17 
Bloomsbury  Square  by  Geoffery 
S.  Fletcher.  The  design  was  chosen 
because  this  was  the  last  London 
Conference  before  the  Society's 
headquarters  are  transferred  to 
Lambeth.  Mr  Fletcher  contributed 
drawings  to  a  C  &  D  series 
Pharmacies  in  Britain  in  the  1950s.

SCIENCE 
SESSIONS 


Over  100  scientific  communications  were 
submitted  for  this  year's  conference  from 
which  84  have  been  accepted  for  pre- 
sentation —  the  highest  number  in  any 
conference  to  date. 

Sixteen  schools  of  pharmacy  have  con- 
tributed, and  four  communications  came 
from  hospital  pharmaceutical  departments. 
Points  Irom  papers  are  summarised 
below:— 

Charging  between  two  types  of  inhaler  on 
the  basis  of  a  manufacturer's  dosage  may 
be  inadvisable,  according  to  J.  H.  Bell, 
K.  Brown  and  J.  Glasby,  Fisons  Ltd. 
Their  studies  of  the  particle  size  distribu- 
tion of  the  aerosols  generated  by  pres- 
surised inhalers  containing  isoprenaline 
suggested  that  there  is  a  considerable 
ditterence  in  the  ability  of  suspension  and 
solution  type  inhalers  to  generate  particles 
in  the  finer  size  ranges. 

In  the  suspension  type  inhalers,  finely 
ground  isoprenaline  powder  was  suspended 
in  a  propellent  mixture.  The  inhalers  con- 
tained from  25  to  36  per  cent  by  weight 
of  their  output  in  size  ranges  likely  to 
penetrate  to  the  lower  airways  and  from 
1  to  53  per  cent  of  material  likely  to  be 
retained  in  the  oro-pharynx. 

In  the  solution  type  inhalers  the  iso- 
prenaline was  dissolved  in  the  propellent 
mixture  with  the  aid  of  a  suitable  co- 
solvent  such  as  ethanol.  This  type  con- 
tained 3  to  12  per  cent  by  weight  of  their 
output  in  size  ranges  likely  to  penetrate 
to  the  lower  airways  and  75  to  90  per  cent 
likely  to  be  retained  in  the  oro-pharynx. 

Assuming  the  finer  size  particles  are 
essential  for  bronchodilator  activity  the 
authors  suggest  that  the  suspension  type 
of  inhaler  is  the  more  efficient  drug  de- 
livery system. 

Tablet  strength 

The  effect  of  the  melting  point  of  the 
constituents  on  the  tensile  strengths  of 
tablets  prepared  from  lactose  and  four 
different  fatty  acids  has  been  studied  by 
P.  Yorke  and  N.  Pilpel,  Chelsea  College. 
Tablets  of  equal  density  and  containing 
the  same  amount  of  acid  showed  a  general 
decrease  in  strength  as  the  melting  point 
of  the  fatty  acid  used  increased. 

The  authors  attribute  this  effect  to  the 
different  amounts  of  interparticle  bonding 
resulting  from  melting  of  asperities  at  the 
contact  points  between  particles  when  pres- 
sure is  applied.  By  changing  the  fatty  acid 
or  its  proportion  in  a  mixture,  different 
strength  tablets  can  be  prepared,  a  finding 
which  could  be  of  use  when  tablets  with 
desired  strength  and  hardness  are  to  be 
formulated. 

R.  C.  Rowe,  P.  H.  Elworthy  and  D. 
Ganderton,  Manchester  University  and 
ICI  Pharmaceuticals  Division  have  studied 
the  effect  of  sintering  on  the  pore  struc- 
ture and  strength  of  a  matrix  tablet  pre- 
pared from  a  vinyl  acetate /vinyl  chloride 
copolymer. 


Although  the  tensile  strength  of  the 
tablets  increased  on  sintering,  the  porosity 
and  mean  pore  radius  also  increased, 
leading  to  a  marked  increase  in  release 
rate.  The  authors  say  that  the  increase  in 
porosity  was  a  result  of  the  axial  expan- 
sion of  the  tablets  due  to  the  polymer 
particles  regaining  their  original  shape 
after  being  deformed  by  compression. 

The  safety  of  solutions  used  for  disin- 
fection of  soft  contact  lenses  has  been 
evaluated  by  Mollie  Davies,  Smith  & 
Nephew  Ltd.  Hydrophilic  lenses  absorb 
bactericides  and  prolong  the  contact  time 
between  these  chemicals  and  the  cornea; 
hence  the  irritant  effect  of  the  bacteri- 
cides was  evaluated  in  rabbits  fitted  with 
soft  lenses  stored  prior  to  use  in  the  test 
solution. 

At  bacteriologically  effective  concentra- 
tions, chlorocresol  (0.1  per  cent)  and 
benzalkonium  chloride  (0.0025  per  cent 
plus  EDTA  0.01  per  cent)  produced  severe 
irritation  after  only  a  few  days  wear  of 
six  hours  daily.  Chlorhexidine  diacetate 
(0.005  per  cent)  produced  a  fairly  persis- 
tent mild  irritation  and  by  day  21  corneal 
opacity  had  developed  in  two  out  of  three 
rabbits.  Work  is  continuing  to  find  a  safer 
and  more  effective  alternative. 

The  effects  of  six  commercial  non-ionic 


surfactants  on  the  transport  of  thioridazin 
across  a  biological  membrane  have  bee 
compared  with  the  effect  of  polysorbate  8 
which  increases  the  rate  of  absorption  o 
some  drugs  at  concentrations  near  it 
critical  micelle  concentration. 

J.  M.  N.  Gillan  and  A.  T.  Florence 
University  of  Strathclyde,  found  that  th 
factor  determining  whether  or  not  the  sur 
factant  will  increase  absorption  rate  ap 
pears  to  be  the  configuration  of  the  sur 
factant  molecule  rather  than  the  hydro 
phile-lipophile  balance  or  surface  activity 
Surfactants  with  several  long  hydrophilic 
chains  did  not  increase  drug  absorption 
rates  indicating  that  the  effectiveness  de 
pends  on  the  ease  with  which  the  surfac 
tant  molecules  penetrate  lipid  membranes 

Bans  imposed  on  the  production  of 
opium  by  the  Turkish   government  are 
leading    to    the    search   for   new  plant 
sources  of  codeine  or  thebaine,  which  is 
readily  converted  into  codeine.  J.  D.  Phil 
lipson,  School  of  Pharmacy,  University  of 
London  has  obtained  morphinanes  from 
two  species  of  the  Mil  tant  ha  section  of  the 
genus  Papaver  previously  thought  to  con 
tain  only  promorphinanes,  and  suggests 
that  morphinanes  may  be  present  in  other 
species  of  Papaver  already  known  to  pro 
duce  promorphinanes. 


Central  nerve  transmission 


There  is  now  good  evidence  that  the 
amino  acids  gamma  —  aminobutyric 
(GABA)  and  glycerin  are  central  inhibitory 
transmitters  and  rather  less  convincing 
evidence  that  glutumate  and  aspartate  are 
excitatory  transmitters,  said  Dr  M.  J.  Neal, 
School  of  Pharmacy,  University  of  Lon- 
don, speaking  at  the  first  Science  Award 
Lecture  on  Monday  afternoon. 

Amino  acid  transmitters  GABA,  gluta- 
mate  and  glycine  are  inactivated  after 
their  release  from  nerve  endings  in  the 
brain  by  reuptake  into  neuronal  elements, 
by  mechanisms  which  are  sodium  and 
temperature  dependent  and  inhibited  by 
metabolic  poisons.  High  affinity  processes 
are  present  for  all  the  transmitter  amino 
acids  in  areas  of  the  CNS  where  the 
amino  acid  is  thought  to  be  a  transmitter. 
Non-transmitter  amino  acids  are  not 
usually  accumulated  by  brain  tissue  by 
high  affinity  uptake  processes  but  by  the 
low  affinity  processes  which  also  occur  in 
most  other  tissues. 

Subcellular  distribution  studies  have 
shown  that  GABA  is  concentrated  in 
nerve  endings  in  the  brain  together  with 
glutamic  decarboxylose,  the  enzyme  re- 
sponsible for  the  formation  of  GABA. 

Dr  Neal  also  found  that  3H-GABA 
could  be  released  from  superfused  cortical 


slices  by  electrical  stimulation  or  by  potas- 
sium solutions  which  depolarised  the 
tissue.  The  release  was  specific  and  cal- 
cium dependent. 

Similarly  3H-glycine  has  been  released 
by  electrical  stimulation  of  spinal  cord 
slices  but  not  from  cortical  slices,  a  result 
consistent  with  the  belief  that  glycine  is 
a  transmitter  in  the  cord  and  GABA  a 
transmitter  in  the  cortex.

ubstances  which  can  be  used  as  chemical 
alpels — enabling  researchers  to  disect 
iving  matter  to  its  molecular  level — were 
escribed  by  Professor  Bowman  on  Mon- 
lay.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  his 
dure. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  developed  an 
ncreasing  awareness  of  the  potential  value 
toxins,  venoms  and  other  bioactive  sub- 
tances  of  animal  and  plant  origin  for  the 
>roduction  of  new  drugs.  The  fauna  and 
ora  of  the  sea  are  turning  out  to  be  a 
ich  source  of  bioactive  substances. 

Venomous  terrestrial  creatures,  includ- 
ng  snakes,  insects,  spiders,  and  frogs  are 
jeing  extensively  studied.  So  far,  no  new 
herapeutically  useful  drugs  have  been  de- 
ived  from  such  sources,  but  the  chemical 
dentification  and  the  determination  of  the 
nechanism  of  action  of  such  toxic  prin- 
;iples  is  turning  out  to  be  a  fruitful  field 
Df  research.  It  is  important  to  study  these 
toxic  substances  in  order  to  find  antidotes 
for  poisoning  in  both  humans  and  live- 
stock. Of  the  many  toxins  being  studied 
the  examples  dealt  with  below  affect  the 
function  of  nerve  and  skeletal  muscle. 

In  the  nerve  axon  in  the  resting  state, 
potassium  and  large  organic  anions  are 
more  concentrated  within  the  nerve  fibre, 
whereas  sodium  and  chloride  ions  are  more 
concentrated  without.  For  the  sake  of 
simplicity,  the  nerve  membrane  in  the  rest- 
ing state  may  be  considered  as  being  per- 
meable only  to  potassium  ions.  There  will 
thus  be  a  concentration  gradient  for  po- 
tassium ions  from  inside  to  outside  and 
they  will  tend  to  move  through  the  mem- 
brane from  inside  to  outside  carrying 
positive  charge  to  the  outside.  Hence  the 
membrane  is  charged. 

Impulse  transmission 

When  a  nerve  impulse  travels  along  a 
nerve  fibre,  the  transient  increase  in  the 
permeability  of  the  membranes  to  sodium 
ions  over  a  small  moving  area  results  in 
ions  rapidly  entering  the  fibre  down  their 
concentration  gradient,  from  outside  to  in- 
side. Thus,  they  carry  positive  charge  to 
the  inside,  so  that  in  the  active  region  the 
potential  difference  across  the  membrane 
is  the  reverse  of  that  when  resting. 

The  poison,  tetrodotoxin  from  puffer 
fish  belonging  to  the  family  Tetraodon- 
tidae,  prevents  the  conduction  of  the  nerve 
impulse.  It  specifically  prevents  the  passive 
entry  of  sodium  ions  through  excitable 
membranes  but  does  not  affect  membrane 
permeability  to  potassium  or  any  other 
ions,  showing  that  sodium  ions  pass 
through  membranes  by  different  channels 
from  those  which  other  ions  utilise.  Studies 
show  that  there  are  only  13  to  75  tetrodo- 
toxin-sensitive  binding  sites  per  square  /urn 
of  nerve  fibre  membrane. 

Some  workers  believe  the  increase  in 
sodium  permeability  underlying  the  nerve 
impulse  is  greater  than  can  be  accounted 


for  by  such  a  small  number  of  sodium 
channels,  and  if  this  is  so  it  suggests  that 
tetrodotoxin  does  not  act  simply  by  plug- 
ging up  the  holes,  as  it  were.  Rather  it 
indicates  that  tetrodotoxin  combines  with 
some  "trigger  site"  in  the  membrane,  per- 
turbation of  which  would  normally  be  co- 
operatively transmitted  to  the  rest  of  the 
membrane  to  produce  the  sudden  wide- 
spread opening  of  sodium  channels.  The 
envisaged  mechanism  is  analogous  to  a 
line  of  standing  dominoes.  When  the  first 
one  is  knocked  over,  they  all  fall  down 
one  after  the  other  in  rapid  succession. 
Tetrodotoxin  may  not  combine  with  all 
the  dominoes,  that  is,  with  all  the  sodium 
channels.  Rather,  it  may  act  to  prevent 
the  first  domino  from  being  knocked  over. 
However,  the  number  of  sodium  channels 
calculated  from  the  membrane  conduc- 
tance is  of  the  same  order  of  magnitude 
as  the  number  of  tetrodotoxin  binding  sites, 
and  this  is  evidence  in  favour  of  the  idea 
that  tetrodotoxin  binding  sites  are  in  fact 
the  sodium  channels,  or  at  any  rate,  the 
outer  entrances  or  "gates"  to  the  sodium 
channels. 

Neuromuscular  junction 

At  the  neuromuscular  junction,  when  the 
system  is  at  rest,  there  is  a  spontaneous 
release  of  acetylcholine  in  uniform 
amounts  far  too  small  to  excite  the 
muscle.  Synaptic  vesicles  containing  ace- 
tylcholine have  been  separated  by  ultra- 
centrifugation.  The  cytoplasm  also  contains 
acetylcholine  in  solution  and  there  has 
been  controversy  about  which  is  the  func- 
tional acetylcholine  and  which  is  the  re- 
serve or  storage  acetylcholine.  Some  wor- 
kers have  argued  that  the  nerve  impulse 
causes  the  release  of  the  cytoplasmic  ace- 
tylcholine, and  that  the  vesicular  acetyl- 
choline represents  a  storage  form  that  is 
not  immediately  available  for  release. 
Work  with  certain  venoms  has  gone  a  long 
way  towards  resolving  the  controversy  in 
favour  of  the  vesicular  theory  of  acetyl- 
choline release. 

Although  the  spontaneous  resting  re- 
lease of  acetylcholine  does  not  cause  the 
muscle  to  contract,  it  does  cause  tiny  elec- 
trical potentials  in  the  muscle  fibre  mem- 
brane. The  venom  of  the  black  widow 
spider  has  a  powerful  action  on  these 
potentials.  When  the  venom  is  adminis- 
tered, there  is  at  first,  a  positive  avalanche 
of  them.  The  effect  then  diminishes  and 
eventually  disappears  altogether.  At  this 
stage,  the  muscle  can  no  longer  be  excited 
by  impulses  travelling  in  its  nerve,  and  an 
animal  bitten  by  the  spider  is  paralysed. 

Electronmicrographs  show  that  during 
the  avalanche  of  potentials,  the  vesicles 
are  congregated  in  the  terminal  region  and 
many  vesicles  can  be  seen  in  various  stages 
of  fusion  with  the  terminal  membrane. 
At  the  stage  of  total  paralysis,  the  vesicles 
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have  completely  disappeared.  Acetylcholine 
is  still  present  in  solution  in  the  axoplasm, 
but  the  fact  that  the  muscle  is  now  totally 
inexcitable  by  the  nerve,  and  that  at  the 
stage  of  vigorous  activity  vesicles  can  be 
seen  fusing  with  the  membranes  and  open- 
ing to  the  outside,  is  strong  and  convinc- 
ing evidence  that  the  vesicles  contain  the 
functional  acetylcholine. 

The  toxin  of  Clostridium  botulinum 
prevents  the  release  of  acetylcholine  from 
the  vesicles  without  interfering  with  its 
storage.  Electron  microscope  studies  with 
ferritin-tagged  toxin  show  that  it  becomes 
fixed  on  the  external  surface  of  the  nerve 
terminal  membrane.  A  ganglioside  Gl  in 
the  terminal  membrane  has  been  shown 
to  combine  with  botulinum  toxin  prevent- 
ing the  release  of  acetylcholine,  and  indi- 
cating that  the  ganglioside  plays  an  im- 
portant role  in  the  mechanism  through 
which  acetylcholine  is  released. 

The  molecular  nature  of  the  receptive 
substance  with  which  the  released  acetyl- 
choline combines  at  the  muscle  side  of 
the  junction  is  also  under  investigation. 

A  component  a-bungarotoxin,  of  the 
venom  of  the  Taiwan  banded  krait  binds 
strongly  and  selectively  to  the  acetyl- 
choline receptor.  The  use  of  radio-labelled 
toxin  and  autoradiography  has  told  us 
precisely  where  the  receptors  are,  how 
many  there  are  on  each  muscle  fibre  mem- 
brane, and  how  many  spare  ones  there  are 
over  and  above  those  needed  to  effect 
transmission  of  excitation  to  the  muscle 
fibre. 

Further  experiments  with  toxin-labelled 
muscles  indicate  the  feasibility  of  exten- 
sive purification  and  characterisation  of 
acetylcholine  receptors.  Success  in  this  ven- 
ture would  have  far-reaching  implications, 
not  only  in  relation  to  the  design  of  new 
drugs  to  combine  with  acetylcholine  recep- 
tors in  muscle  and  elsewhere  in  the  body 
but  also  in  relation  to  a  greater  under- 
standing of  the  aetiology  of  diseases  that 
affect  cholinergic  transmission  sites,  eg 
myasthenia  gravis.

HS  reorganisation:  a 
eply  to  criticism

>Jo  workable  choice  was  open  to  us"  — 
at  is  how  Mr  R.  Gedhng,  deputy  sec- 
tary, Department  of  Health,  answered 
iticism  from  the  profession  of  the  con- 
itution  of  various  committees  under  the 
organised  Health  Service. 
Speaking  on  the  reorganisation  at  Tues- 
ly  morning's  professional  session,  Mr 
edling  said  that  in  the  case  of  the  area 
am  of  officers,  functioning  would  be  by 
eans  of  "consensus"  and  that  necessita- 
d  a  small  team.  This  had  been  criticised 
y  architects  and  engineers  as  well  as 
fiarmacists,  but  teams  would  also  be  set 
p  to  study  particular  problems  or  sub- 
cts  (eg  the  mentally  subnormal,  elderly) 
ad  these  would  be  open  to  all  who  had 
part  to  play. 

Membership  of  district  teams  had  been 
mited  to  those  expected  to  attend  every 
leeting,  but  it  was  the  intention  that  when 

matter  under  discussion  was  in  the  field 
f  a  profession  not  on  the  team,  that  pro- 

ssion's  representative  would  be  invited  to 
ttend  the  meeting. 

In  the  case  of  Family  Practitioner  com- 
littees,  the  Ministers'  attitude  was  to 
3ilow  the  pattern  of  Executive  Council 
lembership,  rather  than  start  off  a  "chain 
saction".  However,  like  all  compromises, 
it  produces  criticisms". 

Mr  Gedling  gave  conference  news  of 
lie  memorandum  concerning  the  reorga- 
isation  of  the  hospital  services  in  the 
ight  of  the  Noel  Hall  report  (see  this 
iage).  They  had  tried  to  see  that  there 
yere  no  "gaps"  between  the  two. 

Earlier,  he  had  said  there  would  never 
<e.  enough  resources  to  do  all  that  was 
/anted  in  the  Health  Service,  but  the  re- 
organisation gave  the  opportunity  to  plan 
[or  a  better  service  through  making  the 
»est  use  of  the  available  resources. 

But,  he  concluded  "it  is  not  in  the  hands 
)f  the  Minister  or  civil  servants  to  make 
t  work,  it  is  in  the  hands  of  people  like 
yourselves".  Mr  Gedling  hoped  that  the 
'conflicting  interests"  would  soon  settle 
lown. 

Commenting  on  Mr  Gedling's  address, 
VIr  J.  Wright,  secretary  of  the  Central 
MHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee, 
egretted  no  mention  had  been  made  of 
he  "leapfrogging"  problem  where  new 
jharmacies  open  near  to  health  centres. 
He  felt  that  an  undesirable  emphasis  might 
3e  placed  on  the  hospital  section  of  the 
iervice,  and  also  expressed  concern  at  the 
'dispensing  doctor"  situation.  Mr  S.  Dur- 
iam  felt  that  the  family  practitioner  ser- 
/ices  were  left  with  only  "petty  cash"  com- 
Dared  with  the  rest  of  the  Department's 
:osts  and  that  salaried  pharmacists  should 
3e  included  in  the  area  pharmaceutical 
:ommittees. 

Mr  Gedling  said  he  was  conscious  of 
he  "leapfrogging"  problem  and  the  De- 
partment was  keeping  a  close  watch  on

developments.  The  dispensing  doctors 
question  was  being  discussed  in  the  De- 
partment. Although  the  hospital  section 
was  the  largest  interest  numerically  in  the 
service,  he  hoped  there  would  be  a  proper 
balance  and  that  the  Family  Practitioner 
Committee  should  not  be  treated  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  hospital. 

Replying  to  Mr  A.  Howell's  call  for 
more  involvement  of  the  general  practice 
pharmacist  in  health  education,  Mr  Ged- 
ling said  he  did  not  see  why  pharmacists 


should  not  have  a  say  on  the  "specialist" 
health  teams.  He  would  consider  a  call 
from  Mrs  E.  Lucas  Smith  for  subsidies  to 
pharmacies  which  lose  revenue  when 
doctors  move  to  health  centres,  but  saw 
difficulties  in  such  a  system.  Replying  to 
Mr  D.  H.  Maddook,  he  did  not  accept 
that  people  could  only  get  their  views 
he;»rd  when  they  were  on  committees.  Mr 
D.  Sparshott,  president  of  the  Society, 
could  not  see  why  doctors  needed  so  many 
representatives. 

The  London  teaching  area  authorities' 
boundaries  were  not  satisfactory,  admitted 
Mr  Gedling.  Replying  to  a  query  from 
Dr  F.  Hartley,  he  said  that  arrangements 
would  be  made  for  some  degree  of  co- 
ordination between  the  areas.  Although 
some  authorities  would  have  problems,  a 
number  of  teaching  areas  will  have  almost 
"natural"  catchment  areas. 

Questioned  on  the  lack  of  personal  con- 
tact, with  the  patient  seeing  a  different 
doctor  on  subsequent  visits,  Mr  Gedling 
said  that  a  lot  of  problems  arose  due  to 
lack  of  resources.  He  felt  that  there  will 
always  be  a  resources  lack,  but  the  re- 
organisation gave  a  better  chance  to  make 
the  best  of  what  is  available. 

Mr  J.  Fogg  called  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Welsh  Office  chief  pharmacist.  The 
"hospital  orientation"  of  the  area  pharma- 
ceutical officer  posts  was  queried,  but  Mr 
Gedling  said  the  line  taken  was  not  to 
advertise  the  posts  openly  because  of  the 
recent  Noel  Hall  appointments. 


Proposals  to  co-ordinate  management  of 
the  pharmaceutical  services 


A  Department  of  Health  circular  issued 
this  week  gives  health  authorities  advice 
on  the  organisation  of  pharmaceutical 
services.  The  objectives  are  to  harmonise 
the  Noel  Hall  organisation  of  hospital 
pharmaceutical  services  with  the  organised 
NHS  and  to  provide  for  the  co-ordination 
of  the  managed  pharmaceutical  services 
(pharmacists  employed  by  the  Health 
Authorities)  with  general  practice  phar- 
macy services. 

Where  the  area  of  a  single-district  AHA 
is  broadly  co-terminous  with  that  of  a 
"Noel  Hall  area"  pharmaceutical  staff  of 
the  managed  services  will  be  managed  by 
an  area  pharmaceutical  officer  (APhO) 
appointed  by  and  accountable  to  the  AHA. 
Pharmaceutical  services  for  the  area  will 
be  provided  through  departments  managed 
by  principal  and  staff  pharmacists,  who 
will  be  accountable  to  the  APhO.  The 
APhO  will  be  responsible  to  the  AHA  for 
all  the  managed  pharmaceutical  services, 
including  local  manufacture  and  quality 
control  and  deployment  of  staff  to  main- 


tain hospital  dispensing  and  other  phar- 
maceutical services  for  patients. 

The  same  will  apply  where  the  area  is 
co-terminous  with  a  multi-district  AHA, 
except  that  in  addition  in  each  district  the 
senior  of  the  pharmacists  will  be  designated 
as  district  pharmaceutical  officer  (DPhO); 
each  DPhO  will  be  accountable  to  the 
APhO  for  co-ordinating  the  managed 
pharmaceutical  services  of  his  district,  but 
will  not  be  the  manager  of  the  other 
heads  of  pharmaceutical  departments  in 
the  district. 

Where  one  Noel  Hall  area  covers  two 
or  more  AHA's,  both  AHA's  will  jointly 
appoint  the  APhO.  He  will  be  responsible 
to  each  for  the  pharmaceutical  service  of 
its  area,  but  there  will  be  a  single  orga- 
nisation for  managed  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices. Other  pharmacists  in  the  organisa- 
tion, though  normally  employed  by  the 
AHA  of  the  area  in  which  they  work,  will 
be  available  for  outposting  elsewhere  in 
the  organisation,  through  temporary  se-
